Historian  Lectures 


One  of  America’s  most  highly 
respected  historians,  Dr.  Henry 
Steele  Commager,  will  give  two 
lectures  today  at  BYU. 

He  will  speak  on  “The  Crisis  in 
American  Foreign  Policy”  at  1 1 ; 1 0 
a.m.  in  the  Varsity  llieater.  At 
2:10  p.m.  in  the  Varsity  Theater 
Dr.  Commager  will  discuss 
“Student  Discontent  and  the  Crisis 
of  the  University.” 

The  lectures  are  open  to  the 
public. 

A professor  of  history  at 
Amherst  College,  Dr.  Commager 
has  also  taught  in  the  departments 
of  history  at  Columbia,  New  York. 
Upsala,  Cambridge,  Oxford, 
London  and  Copenhagen 
universities. 

A recognized  leader  in  the  study 
of  the  history  of  American 
thought,  ideas  and  society.  Dr. 
Commager  has  authored,  edited  or 
co-authored  more  than  30  books. 
Among  these  are  “Majority  Rule 
and  Minority  Rights,”  ‘The 
American  Mind,”  and  “The 
Monroe  Doctrine.” 

He  is  editor-in-chief  of  ‘The  Rise 
of  the  American  Nation.” 

Dr.  Commager  was  Harmsworth 
Professor  of  American  History  at 
Oxford  University  and  Pitt 
Professor  of  American  History  at 
Cambridge  University. 

In  addition  to  receiving  his  Ph.D. 
from  the  Uni^rsity  of  Chicago,  Dr. 
Commager  has  been  awarded  14 


honorary  degrees  from  various 
American  and  European 
universities.  Such  schools  as 
Washington,  Pittsburgh, 
Cambridge  (England).  W.  Virginia, 
Michigan  State  and  Brandeis  have 
so  honored  him.

Its  obligations  and  role  were 
emphasized  at  Tuesday’s  Devotional  assembly  by  Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer, 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of  the  (Thurch  of  Jesus  Chirrist  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

Because  the  students  have  a vital  interest  in  this  role  and  in  this 
university  Elder  Packer’s  message  is  particularly  timely.

McKay  Scholarships 


Fifteen  top  students  have  been 
named  recipients  of  the  David  0. 
McKay  scholarships  for  1 969-70  at 
BYU,  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  announced  today. 

These  most  prestigious  awards 
offered  by  BYU  provide  each 
scholar  SISOO  a year,  a total  of 
S6000  in  his  four  years  at  BYU. 

The  McKay  scholarships,  now  in 
their  third  year,  are  named  in 
honor  of  the  president  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  and  recipients 
are  expected  to  exemplify  the 
personal  integrity,  leader^ip,  and 
excellence  in  education  which  have 
characterized  the  life  of  Fh'esident 
McKay. 

The  IS  winners  were  chosen 
from  140  applicants  on  the  basis  of 
national  test  scores,  high  schex)! 
grades,  letters  of  recommendation, 
and  personal  interviews. 

The  winners  have  an  American 
College  Test  score  average  of  31 
out  of  a possible  36,  placing  them 
in  the  upper  level  of  the  99th 
percentile  nationally.  Their  high 
school  grades  average  3.9  (4.0  is 
straight  A).  Two  of  them,  Hal 
Heaton  and  James  Hall,  last 
Saturday  tied  for  first  place  in  the 
Statewide  Utah  Mathematics 
Contest.

University,  describe  that  school  in  these  words.  Speaking  of  his  school  he 
said: 

‘We  can  best  serve  as  a neutral  territory— a kind  ofarbiter  where  people 
can  come  to  reason.’ 

This  could  not  be  said  of  Brigham  Young  University.  For  this  University 
is  not  neutral;  it  is  committed;  it  is  one-sided;  itisprqudiced,ifyouwill, 
in  favor  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

This  is  not  a playing  field  where  good  and  evil  can  come  and  joust  with 
one  another  until  one  may  win.  Evil  will  find  no  invitation  to  contest  here. 
This  is  a training  ground  for  one  team.  Here  you  are  coached  and  given 
signals  preparatory  for  the  great  game,  and  we  might  say  the  great  battle, 
of  life.  The  scouts  kid  the  coaches  of  the  opposing  team  are  not  welcome 
here. 

I remind  you  who  study  here,  that  you  are  sojourners.  As  students  you 
are  here  temporarily.  You  do  not  own  the  University;  it  was  here  long 
before  you  came  or  cared.  You  did  not  contribute  to  it.  It  was 
unimportant  to  you  until  your  time  had  come.  It  will  be  here  long  after 
you  have  left  to  seek  your  fortunes.  Never  to  forget  it,  but  seldom  if  ever 
will  you  return.  It  will  serve  generations  yet  unborn,  those  who  take  your 
place  and  others  after  them. 

Some  things  you  cannot  get  here.  You  cannot,  for  instance, be  trained 
in  law  or  medicine,  for  we  do  not  have  those  colleges  here.  If  you  want  to 
be  trained  thusly,  you  will  of  necessity  have  to  go  elsewhere.  The 
University  cannot  fulfill  every  scholastic  need  nor  suit  every  whim. 

And. . . we  are  conscious  of  the  fact  that  never  can  all  of  the  disciplines 
adequately  be  found  here.  There  are  other  things  that  you  will  not  find 
here.  There  are  philosophies  and  ideologies  which  are  not  taught  here. 
There  are  associations  and  environments  and  expressions,  some  of  which 
may  be  all  right  elsewhere  that  are  not  welcome  here.  There  are  some 
voices  that  cannot  be  heard  here.  This  school  is  maintained  as  a forum  for 
faith.  It  is  perhaps  a last  citadel.  Faith  in  the  world  is  fading.  Its  voice 
grows  feeble.  In  kniost  every  institution  of  higher  learning  faith  is  closed 
out  by  court  edict.  Do  not  press  to  have  this  last  platform  of  faith  shared 
with  the  atheist,  the  skeptic,  the  destroyer  of  faith.  If  these  are  the  voices 
you  would  here,  one  is  free  to  go  where  they  speak. 

You  who  are  students  here  stand  on  one  side  of  the  so-called  generation 
gap.  Soon,  all  too  soon,  without  quite  knowing  when  it  happens  you  will 
cross  over  and  be  on  the  other  side. 

You  will  do  well  to  remember  that  those  of  us  who  stand  on  the 
opposite  side  have  stood  where  you  stand.  We  have  known  the  feelings 
that  you  feel.  We  have  thought  the  thoughts  that  you  now  think.  We  have 
suffered  the  frustrations  that  you  now  endure.  You,  in  turn,  have  not 
been  where  we  are. 

Thank  God  for  the  faculty  of  this  institution— men  and  women  full  of 
faith.  Theirs  is  the  voice  of  faith,  the  voice  to  trust.  They  know  that  one 
would  hardly  go  to  an  ice  cream  parlor  to  orderabag ofinsecticide;then 
to  be  upset  and  abusiye  if  the  proprietor  explains  that  not  only  is  there 
none  in  stock,  but  that  he  has  never  carried  it  nor  does  he  intend  to.  If  it  is 
insecticide  you  want  you  must  go  elsewhere. 

Sillier  yet,  would  it  be  , if  the  clerk  hired  to  dispense  ice  cream  should  be 
critical  of  the  proprietor  and  argue  that  insecticide  is  useful  to  some;  a 
customer  may  request  it.  And,  where  is  the  morality  of  the  clerk  who  in 
defiance  of  his  employer’s  instructions  would  presume  himself  to  carry  a 
secretstpckpfitandsubtly  tqjipb.usyiejs.ipjt,?. 


At  Tuesday  Devotional 

Have  you  ever  thought  how  intemperate  you  could  become  if  you  went 
to  an  ice  cream  parlor  for  pistachio  nut,  later  to  learn  that  by  some 
inadvertence  they  had  served  you  insecticide?  Now  there  is  a protest  for 
which  I think  I could  find  some  enthusiasm. ! 

This  University  is  like  a specialty  shop.  It  is  a very  large  specialty  shop. 
It  is  endowed  to  dispense  the  commodity  of  faith.  Packaged  in  a hundred 
ways,  in  dozens  of  disciplines— the  product  is  faith.  Other  imiversities  are 
like  variety  stores.  Faith  is  a product  that  has  been  taken  from  the  shelves 
of  the  variety  store.  Unfortunately,  even  most  shops  which  pretend  to 
specialize  in  the  product  faith,  market  only  a man-made  synthetic— a 
product  which  will  not  last  and  when  analyzed  turns  out  to  be  nothing 
more  than  the  philosophies  of  men  mingled  with  scripture. 

Faculty  members,  remember  your  trust.  This  is  not  an  ordinary 
University ; an  ordinary  environment.  The  rules  and  principles  that  apply 
in  a variety  store  may  not  be  appropriate  here.  There  is  temptation  always 
to  suppose  that  standards  set  by  some  professional  organization  to  which 
one  may  belong  ought  to  be  observed  here  because  the  organization  may 
have  national  affiliation  and  may  have  influence  in  all  of  the  variety 
stores. 

You  will  do  better  to  turn  about  and  influence  that  professional 
affiliation  by  teaching  the  principles  of  integrity  and  truth  and  faith  that 
are  fostered  here.  To  do  otherwise  may  make  one  (as  the  clerk)  subversive 
to  the  purposes  for  which  the  school  was  established. 

And  so,  to  the  faculty  and  the  student  body  alike  we  say  that  the  voice 
of  atheism,  of  corruption,  of  faithlessness,  of  dissension  resounds  from  a 
thousand  platforms.  It  is  subsidized  from  public  funds.  It  is  invited  to  the 
forum  in  public  institutions,  tolerated  by  most,  and  encouraged  by  many. 
The  voice  of  faith,  on  the  other  hand,  I repeat,  is  fading.  Few  places  are 
left  where  it  might  speak.  Almost  nowhere  can  it  speak  without 
interruption.  Many  seek  the  freedom  to  silence  it. 

Surely  you,  neither  you  of  the  student  body,  nor  you  of  the  faculty 
would  ask  that  we  share  the  platform  here  with  any  voice  that  would 
destroy  faith. . . .” 

Elder  Packer  then  quoted  extensively  from  an  address  by  Pres.  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Jr.  entitled  “The  Charted  Course  of  the  Church  in 
Education.”  He  then  offered  a dedicatory  prayer  for  four  new  buildings 
completed  during  the  past  year  on  the  campus.

Business  Dept.  Produces  Typewriter

The  BYU  College  of  Business  has 
it-a  typewriter  that  analyzes 
typing. 

The  seed  for  the  idea  of  an 
analyst  typewriter  came  when 
several  business  education  staff 
members  attended  a business 
conference  at  the  University  of 
North  Dakota.  Here  they  saw  a 
typewriter  that  started  them 
thinking  in  the  line  of  developing  a 
typewriter  to  show  typewriting 
patterns. 


These  instructors  returned  from 
the  conference  with  snapshots  and 
plans  of  their  own  for  an  analyst 
typewriter.  Armed  with  these 
snapshots  and  a description  of 
what  they  wanted  the  typewriter 
to  do,  the  business  teachers 
solicited  the  help  of  the  Electronic 
Media  Department. 

Malcolm  Crawford,  full-time 
engineer  for  the  Electronic  Media 
Department,  drew  up  the  plans. 
Under  his  supervision,  Leo  Wright, 
a part-time  student  employee,  built 
the  analyst  typewriter. 

The  first  two  model  typewriters 


had  a few  bugs,  but  these  were 
ironed  out  in  the  third  and  fourth 
models.  The  analyst  typewriter  is 
an  electric  IBM  typewriter  with 
one  visible  difference  from  the 
normal  IBM  typewriter.  Instead  of 
having  to  insert  sheets  of  paper,  a 
3 /4-inch  tape  moves  across  the 
carriage  at  a constant  rate  of  speed 
when  the  machine  is  turned  on. 

This  semester  the  analyst 
typewriter  is  being  put  to  the  test. 
Students  planning  to  teach 
business  are  using  the  typewriter  in 
their  classroom  work.  By  analyzing 
their  own  typing,  these  students 


discover  how  people  type.  Their 
own  typing  samples  give 
indications  of  problems  students 
have  in  learning  how  to  type.
